At Bun Valley, Claude V. Marcus, Boisa, president 
of the Idaho State Bar auoclaUon, told Idaho lawyers 
of tha oetd for new itatewidt rules oE procedure which 
Tould be prescribed by the auprcms court. He ape- 
cltlcaUy pTDPued shorter and simpler forma tor plead- 
tnsa ua pre-trial conterancea- Hs-totd the attomeya 
tha Idaho Itetslaturt has confirmed, the Inherent pow- 
er of the supreme court to "prescribe rules ot procedure 
and this has not been accomplished."

Marcus also called tor s change in the nrethod of 
selecting trial and appellate judges.

Under this 
system, an ImFattlal committee recoromcnds% .three 
men to the govefuoT, who appolnta the Judge. The 
peqpie vote to retsla or remove the Judge only after 
a period ot service.
